the Far East, one almost always ussumes it to 
ba Japan that ia moant. So much his the 
habit grown on us thet the great majority ore 
not realisi nge that events ave happening in 
Chinn which serve to show that tbat vast 
Empire, with its immonso popilation, is 
gradually but surely awakening, 

Some few yeurs ayo people wore talking: with 
tho greatest ‘calinnoss of the purtitivw of China, 
and‘no.one susmed to vonsider that. the imutler 
requirad any otbor thought than -kimply as to 
which portions syonkl be allotted to the vaciona 
nations interested. 'Tho idea that any ‘real 
rosistance to tha decree of Europe and America 
could be, or would bo, offered, wan apparently 
considered besidy the quostion. 1, 

The diMculties attending the pacific settle- 
ment, or, ona might say, the ullotment, were, 
however, so grout that, thongh cortain great 
financial stops wore taken, tho varioud nations. 
coutented themselves with socing that their own 
particular subjects received fairly oyual trent. 
ment in their money-making schemes, and 
ayreud to awnit the fatare dovelopm-nts of these 
hefory’ preceeding further, Since then, how- 
ever, mitch has. happened, and the lengthy 
nogotiations which nocessarily oconrred before 
evory one's claims wore settled, satisfactorily 
or itherwise—negotiations in which their’ 
own Government unturolly, if only for 
the sake of appearances, had to be given a 
part—~ronsed the Chinese to o sons> of what 
might, probably would, happon if they coutinued. 
to live us they hid dono from time immemorial. 

Tho history of the past twenty years, #o for 
as it concorna China utd ber relations with the 
oulaide world, should le closely studied by all 


who take ang interest in onr future in that 


country. Any one who puranos this study can 
euaily aoe that China hina been slowly educated 
by a succession of trials, Though sho is slow 
to appreciata the real cause of each disastrous 
lecwon, the effect has gradually forced her to 
roalisé that, if sho is tp romain an empire, she 
must be able to protect hersel? when necessary. 
and not trust to powerful neighbours. 

The last attempt on: her part to ‘rid boreelf 
of the foreign dovil ond once more shat hersolf 
off from the onter world was the so-called Boxer 
Rerellion, a cleverly contrived plot of thut wily 
wad unscrupulous old lndy the Nmpress Dowager 
end hor party, ‘The non-snecos of the scheme, 
however, did tivre to open the eyes of the 
younyer generation than anything thot hod 
goue before. It eorval to show them the power 
of combination ay exhibiled by tho other 
nations, and tho weakness of their millions of 
badly-yoverned people. 

Bince the war with Jupa that nation has 
acquired @ proud doul of inflneuce with the 
Chinese, who, though they professed to luok 
down upon them, have been really jealons of 
their success in oll their undertakings, while, 
on their part, tho Jupanese hare lost: no op- 
portonity of ingrat’ating themselves pecsonally 


with the Chinese, and of gotting u firm footing 


in that country, in the position of advisors. 
They have wusc ied so woll that at the 
present day thero ure hnudreis of Chitose 
youths studying in the Japanese universities and 
schools, whilst Japanese profess rs and others 
are to be mat with in all. parts of China. 
Japanese stoamars aro gradnully seouring the 
bulk of the coasting tra ¢, and Japanese 
engineers ani skilled workinen ero building the 
railway from Swatow, which is o-ontually to, 
connect np wil): Canton, ‘The wondarfal sno- 
cess whiou has uttended the Japanese arms both 
by sea aud-land has: proved to the minds of the 
ambitious Chivamen that by adopting the samo 
methods, and troiuiag their mon properly, 


“Chine can eventually take her own part; oud 


then, if ahe wants to do eo, sho cun, with 
impunity, drive the foreigner out for good and 
all. Of course, there.are many things they 
overlook which it will be necessary for them to 
do befure such an, esont conld possibly come to 
pags, aud several things must happen before any 
stepe can be really takon iu this direction, 

Bat the fact remains that, despite the Empress 
Dowager apd her party, the Kieform party’ is 
gaining ground every vlay. Its members avo 
making groat efforty to educate the people up 
to their: view, and aro sucess ting, It iu paid 
that the Emperor, on the death of the Dowager 
Empress, will openly declare for reform, whilst 
Yuan-Shi-Kai, who is accountod one of -the 
cleverest men iu Chins, .and whe, though 
possessing the confidence of thp Reform party, 
retains that of the Dowagor Empress, is drilling 
large bodies of troops, and van at any moment, 
put some 35,000 men, well drilled oud well 
armed, into the field. Reamoar has it.thit be los 
ordered 800,000 rifles from Jayan, and is urging 
the Government to build o flect. . Whether those 
reports are cotrect or not it is impossible to 
asy, but-when one looks at tho grest amount of
